Are Comparable In .Size to Lake 
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SURVEYOR FINDS TWO BIG. 
LAKES ON BAFFIN ISLAND | 


Ontario—iroen and Coal 
Found, 


That the southern part of Baffin 
Island contains two lakes comparable 
in size with Lake Ontario, and that the 
island, which is almost 1,000 miles 
long from north to south, is nearly five 
times as. larte as Cuba, were some of 
the striking facts brought out in a 
report by F. D. Henderson, D. L. S., of 
the topographical survey of Canada. 

Mr. Henderson, in the capacity, of 
surveyor and topographer, accom- 
panied the 1923 Arctic expedition of 
the northwest territories branch, De- 
‘partment of the Interlor of Canada. 
under J. D. Craig, D. L. 8. His duty 


Royal Canadian Mounted police, the 
Hudson's Bay company and other pri- 
vate interests at the points at whie 
the Canadian government steamer 
Arctic called, and to take magnetic ob- 
servations and make topographical sur- 
veys wherever possible. In all, eight 
‘ots. were surveyed at Craig Harbor, 
Dundas Harbor, Eakimo Point, Ponds 
Inlet and Pangnirtung, and short 
traverses were run at the two latter 
places. As the governing lines of the 
Dominion lands surveys’ system have 
not been extended to the Arctic 
{slands, all lots were classed and num- 
bered as group lots. 

The conditions were unusual. Con- 
tinuous daylight prevailed during part 
of the period in which the rurveys were 
made. Solar observations were the only 
kind taken and Greenwich time was 
obtained from the ship’s chronometer 
checked up by wireless, that great ald 
to the scientific worker in the field. 

In the intervals between survey work 
trips were made to inspect. outcrop- 
pings of iron and coal (one of the lat- 
ter is used locally as a source of fuel 
supply) and the condition of the Es- 
kimo habitations, the character of the 
vegetation, ete., were noted. Mosses 
and lichens were everywhere in 
abundance, and flowers, the most con- 
spicuous of which was the yellow 
Arctic poppy, grew in all sheltered 
places, sometimes within a few feet 
of a glacier. No trees were found, the 
nearest approach, being the shrublike 
Arctic willow with branches half an 
inch In diameter, The branches spread 
out horizontally close to the ground. 
It was sometimes possible to gather 
enough of the wood to boil a kettle 
of water. Blueberries were found at 
Ponds Inlet, but smaller and not 80 
sweet as in southern Canada. 

At Ponds Inlet and Pangnirtung 
there are native villages near the 
Royal Canadian Mounted pollee und] 
Hudson's Bay ¥ posts, ‘contain- di; 
ing normally from 75 to 100 Eskimos 
each, although at times as many as 
200 natives assemble at these points. 
Those at the former posf live in per- 
manent huts, under the direction of the 
authorities, have been neatly arranged 
in.a line along the shore, Whereas at 
the latter the natives still retain their 
skin igtoos, ee

Very Small Patch of Ground 
Will Yield Vegetables 
in Abundance. 


A surprising amount and variety of 
vegetables can be grown in a city 
backyard garden provided it be well 
planned. The plan ihlustrated for a 
space of 10 by 20 feet 2 just a sug- 
gestion, to be built upon in making 
your own layout, t this is the space 
you have. If more space is available 
a much greater variety can be grown. 
Let us consider the possibilities of a 
space 80 by 50 feet quite a common 
size, 

For ‘instance, planted the 50-foot 
way of the garden, put in the first 
row to early peas. A pint will plant 
the 50-foot. row in a double row 6 
inches apart; or, as some deem a better 
system, the peas spaced 2 or 8 inches 
apart in a wide row 6 inches across 
the bottom. The second row, 2 feet 
from the first, could be put in to sec 
ond early peas, and a third row, 2 feet 
karther on, into a third pea planting. 


O0 
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One pint for each row is sufficient. 
For this third row it might be well 
to allow 2% or 3 feet of space and 
plant some of the finer quality, heav- 
ier-vining peas. 

The fourth row might be devoted to 


three plantings of radishes from 3 


week to ten days apart, a third to each 
planting, the spaces to be filled in with 
u dozen peppers, six eggplants and, 
say, half a dozen late cabbage plants, 
after the radishes have been used. 
The fifth row, 8 feet from the pep- 
per-eggplant row, would accommodate 
80 tomato plants. Before the toma- 
toes are put in it could be planted to 
the earliest crop of spinach. 

The next two rows, 2 feet apart, 
could be planted one row ‘to ‘string 
beans and the other to bush lima 
beans. The next row would accomo- 
date 25 cabbage plants, or half cab- 
bage and half cauliflower, of the early 
types. Then, allowing 2% feet be- 
tween the rows, a later broadcasting 
of spinach would be available, to be 
followed later with tomatoes or string 
beans. Two feet farther along a row 
of onions from seed, for 25 feet, half 
the length of the garden, would go in. 
An ounce of seed would be necessary, 
The same extent of carrots and beets 
could be placed in the next two rows, 
1 foot apart, with a row of onion sets. 
For the outside beds, two to accom- 
modate a first and second planting of 
jettuce, each 8 feet by 3½ feet, and a 
bed. of equal size for parsley, would 

available. 

This arrangement leaves a rectangle 


ot about 25 by 9, which may be divid. 


ed into three beds, the first for early 


-gweet. corn, accommodating nine hills 
2% feet each way, a second to eight’ 


poles of Kentucky Wonder beans in a 
space 6 by 9, and the final corner, 10 
by 9, for nine ‘poles of lima beans.— 
National Garden Bureau.

Increasing foreign competition, in 
combination with the emigration of 
skilled: workmen to fa es in other 


in the last few months, reports Wil- 
liam J. Yoder, clerk to the commercial 
attache at Prague, to the Department 
of Commerce. The crystal goods, 
branch of the industry is especially 
hard hit by conditions mentioned, par- 
ticularly that given over to the mann 
facture of glass bangles. Skilled work- 
ers on this class of goods have not 
only been tempted into the employ of 
German manufacturers, but it is also 
said that Japanese manufacturers are 
offering special inducements to em- 
ployees of the Gablonz establishments 
in order to obtain their services, Most 
of the emigration, however, has been 
to the town of Hirschberg, in German 
Silesia, where the manufacture of 


tles is growing steadily. 

“A meeting was held in the-Gzechio: 
slovak ministry of commerce at the 
beginning of October,” Mr. Yoder re- 
ports; “to consider means of assisting 
Gablonz ware manufacture and pre- 
venting its complete disappearance 
from the country. Representatives of 
the manufacturers complained that 
prices had. fallen to such an extent 
that they are now only about one- 
sixth of what they were in 1920.
